INVADERS ARE IN
WHITE RUSSIA

Teuton Armies Penetrate Beyond
the Rorders of Ancient Po-
land for the First Time,

TWENTY-FIVE THOUSAND m:mx AT MOSCOW RAILROAD

LONDON, Aug. =v.-—The Austro-
ierman’ invaders ‘have mot -oply
prodsed thelr opponents Mmto old Rus-
sla, beyond the politioal borders of
sunclent Poland, but have penetrated
well beyond the district of Russia
proper, inhabited by the Poles, This
enormous advance has now reached
o stage in which troops of Emperor
Nicholas are fighting for existence on
the sofl of White Russia, which for
the first tims during this war is feel-
ing the effects of Invasion,

The main object of the German at-
tack around Brest-Litovaek for a num-
ber of days has been the railroad run-
ning eastward from the fortress to-
ward Moscow, This line, Wwith a
branch runbing’ In a southeasterly
direction, provide the means for Rus-
ilan evacuntion of the fortress.
